STRIKE PARTNERS: Long and Pelle challenge 
for the ball 


SHANE Long repaid Ronald 
Koeman’s faith in him by 
scoring as Saints defeated 
Burnley 2-0 at St Mary’s. 

The Republic of Ireland inter¬ 
national kept his place in the 
side and delivered the opening 
goal as Saints kept up the 
chase for European football. 

A second half own goal from 
Jason Shackell rounded off the 
scoring. 

The only bad news of the day 
for Koeman on his 52nd birth¬ 
day was a suspected knee liga¬ 
ment injury sustained by keep¬ 
er Fraser Forster, who was 
taken to hospital for further 
examination and treatment. 

The new formation which 
Koeman started with was cer¬ 
tainly intriguing. 

Rather than the expected 4-4- 
2 it was in practise more of a 4- 
2-2-2, with Morgan 
Schneiderlin and Steven Davis 
as holding midfielders and 
Dusan Tadic and Sadio Mane 
between them and the front 
two of Graziano Pelle and 
Shane Long. 

The obvious problem was 
obviously going to be whether

Saints could find much width, 
or indeed break Burnley down 
through the middle where they 
could pack bodies behind the 
ball. 

The first incident of note in 
the game was an unhappy one 
for Saints as they were forced 
into a change after just 14 min¬ 
utes. 

Fraser Forster went to clear 
the ball with his right foot 
under pressure from Sam 
Vokes but as he did so his left 
foot seemed to stick in the 
ground and horribly twist his 
knee. 

Forster went down in agony 
and after extensive treatment 
was stretchered off to be 
replaced by Kelvin Davis, get¬ 
ting his first taste of action not 
only this season but for 13 
months, having last featured 
in the FA Cup defeat at 


Sunderland in February 2014. 

Saints responded well and 
created a good chance just two 
minutes later as Long’s flick 
on was directed to Ryan 
Bertrand, who in turn slipped 
it to his right to Pelle. 

There was a great chance to 
shoot just on the edge of the 
box but instead the striker 
tried to take it further into the 
area and was dispossessed. 

Davis was called upon to 
make a fantastic save on 24 
minutes. 

Burnley were trying to take 
advantage of a lack of width 
from Saints by playing into the 
wide areas themselves and 
Ashley Barnes looped got for¬ 
ward to loop in a left wing 
cross. 

Dnany Ings managed to get a 
touch to send it back across 
the area and Vokes nailed a 
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Ronald Koeman named a 
two-man strike force for the 
first time in the Premier 

League with Shane Long and 
Graziano Pelle both starting. 
Pelle was back in the side 
after being dropped for the

draw against Chelsea with 
Victor Wanyama the man to 
miss out. 

Steven Davis dropped back 
into central midfield to part- 

ner Morgan Schneiderlin. 

That left Dusan Tadic and 
Sadio Mane as the wide men 
in what was an attacking 4- 
4-2 system. Eljero Elia 
returned from an ankle injury 
to take a place on the bench. 



half volley from ten yards that 
Davis got down quickly to his 
left to block. 

They had strong penalty 
appeals waved away shortly 
afterwards as Jose Fonte slid 
in and appeared to fell George 
Boyd in the area. 

After weathering some pres¬ 
sure Saints did manage a shot 
of their own, a guided effort 
from outside the area by 
Schneiderlin, but it was 
deflected wide. 

However, their frustra¬ 
tion wasn’t to last too 
much longer as they 
took the lead on 37 
minutes. 

It was certainly a 

> scrappy goal, but 
Saints did not care. 
Tadic’s left wing 
cross ended up 
scrambled out of 
the area to 
Nathaniel Clyne, whose low 
drilled shot from 20 yards 
deflected off of a Burnley 
defender and straight to Long, 
who side footed a firm finish 
home from eight yards out for 
1 - 0 . 

Pelle should have doubled 
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the lead five minutes later. 

Tadic’s deep free kick was 
headed back across by Fonte 
and dropped perfectly for Pelle 
to volley home from the edge of 
the six yard box. However, his 
effort hit the bar and came 
back out. 

Burnley went up the other 
end and so nearly equalised as 
Vokes laid the ball off to Ings 
who struck a superb shot but 
was foiled by a truly wonderful 
save from Davis, diving full 
length to his right to turn it 
wide. 

In a pulsating end to the first 
half, both sides came close 
again. 

For Saints, Steven Davis 
flicked a looping header 
towards goal from Tadic’s left 
wing cross but Tom Heaton 
tipped it over. 

Davis also had to turn over 
the bar, his save from a central 
header ten yards out from 
Vokes. 

Saints made a half time 
change with Victor Wanyama 
replacing Tadic and Koeman 
reverting to the regular 4-2-3-1 
formation with Long going out 
to the left, Steven Davis 


through the middle and Mane 
on the right. 

Steven Davis almost made an 
instant impact in his more 
attacking role with a half vol¬ 
ley from inside the area which 
was well struck but fired into 
the side netting. 

Long also tried his luck with 
a curling and dipping effort 
from 25 yards that whistled 
narrowly wide. 

However, there was no deny¬ 
ing Saints a second goal on 58 
minutes. 

Steven Davis lifted the ball 
down the left to Ryan Bertrand 
whose fiercely half volley 
cross from the by-line caused 
an own goal. 

Jason Shackell was in a cen¬ 
tral position on the edge of the 
six yard and instinctively 
stuck out his right leg to try 
and block the ball but instead 
diverted it directly into his 
own net. 

Pelle was presented with 
another chance on 71 minutes 
as Steven Davis stood up a 
cross from the right by-line 
which the Italian striker did 
well to rise highest to meet at 
the far post but he put his 


header straight at Heaton. 

Burnley made their first 
change in an attempt to get 
back into the game with Lukas 
Jutkiewick coming on for 
Vokes. However, it looked a 
long shot with Saints having 
been so much more solid after 
the half time change in forma¬ 
tion which shut down the wide 
areas. 

Shackell had a chance to 
make up for his own goal with 
ten minutes remaining but 
headed off target when found 
unmarked from a free kick. 

Burnley responded with 
another change with Ross 
Wallace coming on for Barnes. 

Pelle came close again, this 
time with a tough chance as 
his flicked diving header from 
a right wing cross flashed 
across goal but wide. 

Burnley made a final switch 
with two minutes remaining as 
Marvin Sordell replaced Ings. 
It was not to make any differ¬ 
ence though as Saints already 
had the points in the bag as 
they continued their charge 
towards European football.

Saints fan 
Wade back 
at Wembley 

LIFELONG Saints fan Wade 
Elliott returns to the scene of his 
greatest triumph tomorrow. 

The former Bashley and 
Cherries winger struck the only 
goal in the 2009/10 Championship 
play-off final that earned Burnley 
a place in the Premier League. 

He curled a wonderful strike 
into the top corner for the only 
goal of the game against Sheffield 
United. 

Now aged 36, Elliott finds him¬ 
self back on English football’s 
biggest stage as his current club 
Bristol City lock horns with 
League 1 rivals Walsall in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy Final. 

“Of course I look back at that 
play-off final,” said Elliott. “It 
was a brilliant occasion. 

“I’ve played a lot of games in my 
career but that was the only time 
I’ve played at Wembley. 

“These opportunities don’t 
come around often and for me, it 
might not happen again after the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy Final. 

“You want those memories as a 
player. You want to lift trophies.” 

Bristol City, managed by ex- 
Pompey boss Steve Cotterill, have 
had an excellent season with a 
League 1 promotion challenge 
complemented by a run to the 
fourth round in the FA Cup and a 
charge to Wembley tomorrow.

Elliott, who also played under 
Cotterill at Burnley, attributes 
the success to the spirit which 
has been created amongst the rel¬ 
atively small squad. 

He said: “The season started on 
an optimistic note and it’s just 
built from there. 

“The gaffer has put together a 
close-knit group. 

Whenever I look at the pro¬ 
gramme before each game I’m 
always surprised how few play¬ 
ers we have compared with other 
clubs. 

“That has helped to cultivate 
this great team spirit we have. 

“The players will get praised 
but it’s down to the manager and 
the vision of the owner really. 
They have whipped this club into 
shape and brought it back to 
where it should be. 

“To hopefully have as many as 
40,000 fans at Wembley shows the 
appetite for football in the city. 
There is a really good vibe 
around the place.” 

Elliott played in both legs of 
Bristol City’s 5-3 aggregate 
Southern area final triumph over 
Gillingham.

When refs 
blunder 

A MAJOR refereeing blunder hit 
the Premier League again today 
as Neil Swarbrick dismissed West 
Brom’s Gareth McAuley rather 
than team-mate Craig Dawson 
early in the game at Manchester 
City. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
six previous major mistakes by 
high-profile referees in England: 

Roger East, February 2015 

East sent off Wes Brown instead 
of Sunderland team-mate John 
O’Shea for fouling Manchester 
United’s Radamel Falcao in the 
penalty area at Old Trafford. 

The referee reasoned that an 
incoming challenge from Brown 
had been critical, but O’Shea was 
the clear instigator to all 
observers but the referee. 
Brown’s red card was later over¬ 
turned. 


Andre Marriner, March 2014 

Marriner sent off Arsenal’s 
Kieran Gibbs by mistake during a 
6-0 loss to Chelsea. 

His team-mate Alex Oxlade- 
Chamberlain should have seen 
red instead for tipping a shot 
round a post with his hand. 

Stuart Attwell, September 2008 



Top-flight referee Attwell was in 
charge of a 
Championship 
game between 
Watford and 
Reading made 
famous by his 
award of a 
‘ghost goal’. 

Watford’s 
John Eustace 
knocked the 
ball wide of his 
own post and out 
for a corner, but Attwell, advised 
by his assistant, gave Reading a 
goal. 


Dermot Gallagher, August 2006 


Manchester City defender Ben 
Thatcher’s forearm smash on 
Pedro Mendes left the 
Portsmouth man unconscious 
and requiring oxygen, but 
brought only a yellow card from 
Gallagher. 


Mark Clattenburg, January 2005 

Mendes was on the receiving 
end again when 
neither 
Clattenburg 
nor his assis¬ 
tants spotted 
that 
Manchester 
United goal¬ 
keeper Roy 
Carroll had 
spilled the then 
Tottenham play¬ 
er’s long-range shot well over the 
line and no goal was given. 

Graham Poll, April 2000 

Poll disallowed what would 
have been a winning goal in the 
Merseyside derby at Goodison 
Park when Liverpool goalkeeper 
Sander Westerveld’s clearance 
cannoned off Everton’s Don 
Hutchison and flew into the net. 

Poll said he had already blown 
for full-time, admitting years 
later he had blundered in not giv¬ 
ing Everton a goal. 
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Hat-trick for 
England new 
boy Kane 

HARRY Kane celebrated his first 
international call-up by hitting a hat- 
trick for Tottenham as they main¬ 
tained their bid for a top-four spot 
with a win over Leicester. 

Kane's late penalty, his 29th goal of 
a remarkable season, sent Spurs on 
their way to a nervy 4-3 win over 
Leicester, who had fought back from 
two goals down. 

The prospective 

England striker 
tapped in after just 
six minutes before 
his mis-hit looped 
over Kasper 

Schmeichel seven 
minutes later to 
open up a two-goal 
lead which looked to 
have sent Leicester to 
yet another defeat. 

But Jamie Vardy scored his first 
goal since September before the 
break and the visitors were rewarded 
for sustained pressure with an 
equaliser when Wes Morgan headed 
in powerfully to pull the scores level. 

Shortly after Morgan's equaliser, 
Danny Rose was brought down 
inside the area by David Nugent with 
half an hour to go to give Kane the 
chance to celebrate his first ever 
Premier League hat-trick from the 
spot. 

Jeff Schlupp's own goal restored 
the two goal lead before Nugent's 
stoppage-time flick made for a fran¬ 
tic finish but Mauricio Pochettino's 
side held on to move to within three 
points of the top four. 

Arsenal were made to sweat on 
their win after a brace from Olivier 
Giroud looked to have done enough 
to keep Arsene Wenger's side on 
track for another three points. 

An onslaught from Newcastle in the 
second half saw Moussa Sissoko's 
low drive find a way past David 
Ospina but the Gunners held on to 
strengthen their grip on a Champions 
League spot and maintain any out¬ 
side hopes they have of challenging 
for the title.

MANCHESTER United put in 
arguably their best perfor¬ 
mance of the season last 
Sunday, beating top-four 
rivals Tottenham 3-0 at Old 
Trafford. 

Louis van Gaal’s men had an 
unlikely hero, with Marouane 
Fellaini putting in a man of the 
match performance and terroris¬ 
ing the opposition defence. 

Although the likes of Wayne 
Rooney and Michael Carrick will 
gain the plaudits for continued 
impressive performances and 
playing significant roles in the vic¬ 
tory, the giant Belgian’s influence 
should not be overlooked. 

From an attacking central mid- 
field position, the former Everton 
star bombed forward at will to 
support lone striker Rooney and 
took up some exceptional posi¬ 
tions between Spurs’ midfield and 
defence. 

With Ryan Mason and Nabil 
Bentaleb having their hands full 
with the likes of Ander Herrera 
and Carrick, Fellaini took advan¬ 
tage of space in front of 
Tottenham’s rearguard, which 
facilitated United’s continued 
breaking down of their opponents. 

The Belgium international dis¬ 
patched a shot early in the 
encounter to put United into the 
lead, with the confidence and tech¬ 
nique shown by the former 
Standard Liege man notable. 

From there, Fellaini was heavily 
involved in a home display that 
focussed on getting the ball down 
and passing it - nullifying the 
stereotype that having the lofty 
attacker in the team means a more 
direct approach. 

On occasion, United did play the 
ball aerially to the 27-year-old, 
who won the majority of his duels 
and nodded possession to an 
onrushing teammate. 

This performance was one of 
stark contrast to the man who 
arrived at Old Trafford back in 
September 2013 for a hefty £27.5m 
fee. 

With David Moyes bringing the 
Belgian with him from Goodison 
Park, many of the United faithful 
were unsure of whether Fellaini 
had the finesse to fit in with the 
Red Devils’ footballing ethos. 

A section of the Old Trafford 
faithful were concerned that his 
presence would see a shift to a 
more direct style of play, while in 
the early months of his United 
tenure Fellaini did little to win 
over his doubters. 

More often than not deployed in 
the centre of midfield by Moyes, 
the giant Belgian was culpable in a 
distinctly ordinary team. 

Void of any pace and movement 
around him in the middle of the 
park, Fellaini was often seen as 
the scapegoat. 

Injuries and a loss of form to 
Michael Carrick through large 
parts of last season didn’t help 
United’s cause, nor Fellaini’s, 
either. 

He admitted that adjusting to life 
at Old Trafford was taking its toll, 
while technically Fellaini offered 
little compared to the great mid- 
field generals of yesteryear.

With things going badly for 
Moyes and United, Fellaini 
became the scapegoat of the 
Scottish manager’s tenure, with 
criticism and abuse in hefty mea¬ 
sures from the club’s fans and the 
media. 

Injuries took their toll, while the 
bushy-haired star became a figure 
of folly and a joke amongst rival 
supporters. 

Fast forward 12 months and 


Fellaini is back to the barnstorm¬ 
ing form that he displayed at 
Everton and can be a driving force 
in United’s quest to secure 
Champions League qualification, 
and perhaps, with City’s stalling 
form, even a place in the top two. 

Van Gaal must be given credit 
for not merely overlooking a play¬ 
er that identified so clearly with 
his predecessor 

The Dutch coach is getting the 


best out of the versatile Belgium 
international. 

More importantly, after being 
subjected to his fair share of criti¬ 
cism when things were not going 
well, Fellaini is more deserving of 
praise than most after Sunday’s 
result. 

Should United wish to come out 
of the daunting gauntlet of fix¬ 
tures ahead, still firmly cemented 
in the top 4, Fellaini will no doubt 


have to play his part. 

Despite not being the sexy option 
and the forward of creative calibre 
United fans, football pundits and 
ex-footballers are used to seeing 
parade up and down the Old 
Trafford pitch, Fellaini is no doubt 
proving effective. 

Last season’s last-minute panic 
buy (as most would see it) is prov¬ 
ing to be more than an unwanted 
Belgian delicacy.

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TOUGH 

SCHEDULE: Would 
Lionel Messi and 
his Barcelona 
teammates be as 
successful in 
Europe if they 
had the fixture 
schedule of a top 
Premier League 
side? 


THE last remaining hopes of an 
English team progressing in Europe 
fizzled out this week, but rather 
than questioning the quality of our 
league we should instead examine 
the reasons why this happened. 

Quite why we have this fixation with con¬ 
tinually comparing the Premier League to 
others in Europe is beyond Adam Rant. 

It doesn’t really seem to matter, it is the 
most successful in terms of finance and 
popular support around the globe, and 
widely regarded as the most competitive. 

It is barely worth even considering 
whether some foreign teams have individ¬ 
ually better sides, Barcelona being a case 
in point, as that is down to individual 
clubs. 

One thing we can consider though is the 
fixture schedule. 

By this stage of the season Premier 
League footballers are beginning to flag, 
whereas those abroad have often been 
helped to sustain themselves. 

Of course, we are essentially talking 
about a winter break here. 

It is certainly not something that is 
likely to happen as it does in other 
countries as Christmas and new year 
fixtures are such a part of our football her¬ 
itage, history and tradition. 

However, it is worth looking at whether 
it could be incorporated into the calendar 
just before or after. 

Some of our teams are playing a lot of 
games, when you take into account the 
Premier League, domestic cups, European 
competition, and then international stars 
going off for their countries. 

Adam Rant is no great sympathiser with 
players being physically tired, they are 
full-time professional athletes, and at the 
top level have all the support you could 
wish for. They should be able to avoid that. 

But he does have a touch of sympathy 
with the mental fatigue that comes with it. 

Top level sport is all consuming and 
when you consider that many of Saints’ 
international players will effectively have 


just three weeks off between this s 
and beginning preparations for the next, it 
does underline how short a break they can 
get. All right, pre-season is a low key time, 
but even that doesn’t last very long these 
days. 

Footballers are well rewarded and so 
sympathy is thin on the ground that they 
might not get as much annual leave as the 
average man on the street, which is under¬ 
standable to a degree. 

However, we need to put aside that cul¬ 
ture when it comes to addressing how we 
do in European competition, if we are real¬ 
ly serious about changing it. 

Ultimately, the winter break gives play¬ 
ers a chance to refresh, recharge and relax 
their minds as much as their bodies. They 
are then ready to have a proper crack at 
the second half of the campaign, rather 
than just being on a non-stop cycle of train¬ 
ing, game, training, game, and so on. 

PRIORITIES 

Quite simply, the question is not about 
the quality of our leagues, not even that 
much about the quality of individual 
teams, and more about what our priorities 
are. 

Now we could successfully argue that the 
strength and success of the Premier 
League proves how great our domestic 
football is, and that part of it is giving peo¬ 
ple around the world fixtures when they 
want them, and therefore not taking a win¬ 
ter break. 

That is perfectly acceptable, but then we 
cannot say if we are prioritising that above 
all else that we also expect great things in 
Europe. 

When we do achieve it is despite rather 
than because of the help clubs are given. 

They may make a lot of money, but this is 
still sport, it’s still played by humans.

Boxing on 
the ropes 

BEYOND the glamour at the 
top of the sport professional 
boxing in this country is in a 
pretty sorry state. 

While many casual viewers 
just see the big headline fights 
featuring the likes of Carl 
Froch and Amir Khan, pictured 
below, and consider that all is 
well, scratch below the sur¬ 
face and it’s a very different 
story. 

The Sky Sports deal to exclu¬ 
sively use Matchroom 
Promotions to provide the 
shows for its regular domestic 
boxing coverage has 
destroyed the one lifeline that 
was remaining for small pro¬ 
moters. 

Matchroom do a great job - 
they are widely respected and 
liked, treat people well in a 
game where that 
is not always 
the case, 
and are 
promoting 
their fight¬ 
ers suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Sky do a 
great job 
with their 
coverage. You 
can understand 
why they have this deal, and 
it’s hard to criticise them for 
simply doing good business. 

However, we are seeing 
small hall shows are starting 
to dry up. 

If you cannot sign with a 
Matchroom, or a Frank 
Warren, or one or two other 
upstarts trying to make an 
impression, then you are 
nowhere because TV money 
cannot help you. 

Then there is the other major 
problem. 

White collar boxing, so 
sparsely regulated, so basic, 
but so cheap to stage, has 
sated the appetite of people 
who are less into boxing and 
more into watching fighting. 

These shows do not require 
boards, officials, medical 
facilities in the same league 
as professional boxing 
shows, and so the tickets are 
cheaper, and the profit mar¬ 
gins for promoters much 
larger. 

It has all led to small hall 
boxing shows, where profes¬ 
sionals have traditionally learnt 
their trade before hopefully 
graduating up the ladder, to 
being squeezed out of the 
market. 

In our area alone we have a 
cracking amateur scene, but a 
disappointing one for pros. 

If no wealthy individual is 
prepared to put in the money 
to back them just for the fun 
of it, then they are left in 
limbo. 

Imagine a scenario in football 
where we had the Premier 
League and no professional 
teams below that. 

It is not only a shame but a 
tragedy for the sport.

RAMPANT Cherries brushed 
aside promotion rivals 
Middlesbrough to return to the 
top of the Championship cour¬ 
tesy of a Dean Court master¬ 
class. 

Eddie Howe’s men again turned 
on the style in front of the Sky 
Sports cameras and produced one 
of their most scintillating first-half 
displays of the season, writes NEIL

Yann Kermorgant’s 12th-minute 
penalty, his 14th goal of the season, 
paved the way for Cherries to strike 
a potentially telling blow against 
their fellow high-fliers. 

Howe’s team dominated the open¬ 
ing period and the only surprise 
was that they reached the break 
with just a one-goal advantage.

And Cherries appealed in vain for 
a penalty after Boro defender Ben 
Gibson appeared to have held back 
Callum Wilson as he looked to seize 
on the loose ball. 

A swift counter-attack from Boro 
ended with Adam Reach just failing 
to connect with Albert Adomah’s 
cross before Cherries took the lead 
from the spot. 

Wilson, picked out by Harry 
Arter’s superb pass, made his way 
into the 18-yard box where he was 
felled by Tomas Kalas having got 
the better of the Boro defender.

IT was an emotional day at Dean 
Court, one ol the most emotion¬ 
al ever seen at the ground. 

AFC Bournemouth had beaten 
Grimsby Town 2-1 on a sunny April 
afternoon, and the fans were on the 
pitch. 

That was because the victory had 
secured Cherries’ Football League 
status. 

As remarkable as it now seems, 
with the Dorset club challenging for 
a place in the Premier League, this 
was only six years ago. 

Only six years ago Eddie Howe’s 
Cherries were staring at non league 
football had they lost at home to 
Grimsby on April 25 2009. 

They were losing as well, before 
Liam Feeney levelled and club leg¬ 
end Steve Fletcher struck an 80th 
minute winner against their relega¬ 
tion rivals. 

Cherries had started the season on 
minus 17 points, due to having previ¬ 
ously been in administration. 

Rotherham had also been deducted 
the same amount of points, while 
Luton had been docked a remark¬ 
able 30. 

The Hatters had long been doomed 
to the drop, and ahead of the penulti¬ 
mate game of the season Cherries 
were still in with a very real chance 
of joining them. 

Amazing to think there could be 
another pitch invasion at the ground 
come May. 

And this one won’t be swathed in 
relief at avoiding the drop into non 
league football. 

This one could be celebrating pro¬ 
motion to the top table of English 
football. 

All within a sensational six-year 
period. 

Truly amazing.

Shwan Jalal: The goalkeeper 
ended a six-year spell at Cherries 
last summer when he joined League

permanently last month. 

Rhoys Wiggins: The Welshman 
was on loan from Crystal Palace 
when Cherries secured their 
Football League status. Returned to 
sign for the club permanently in the 
summer of 2010, but left a year later 
to join Charlton. Has made 20 
Championship appearances for the 
Addicks this season. 

Jason Pearce: Left Dean Court in 
the summer of 2011 to join 
Portsmouth for £500,000, moving 
onto Leeds 12 months later. 

Started this season as a regular at 
Elland Road, but was loaned out to 
divisional strugglers Wigan last 
month - scoring the winner on his 
debut at Reading. 

Ryan Garry: The defender was 
forced to retire from professional 
football in July 2011 aged just 27 due

to a nerve-related problem in his 
leg. He became first-team coach at 
Cherries but was released less than 
a year later as part of a backroom 
reshuffle by new manager Paul 
Groves. Is now under-13s coach at 
the Arsenal academy, the club 
where he started his 

Lee Bradbury: The experienced 
striker retired from playing in 
January 2011 after taking over 
from Eddie Howe as manager. 
Scored 92 goals in a league career 
spanning over 500 games and 
including a £3m move to 


Manchester City in 1997. 

Guided Cherries into the League 1 
play-offs in 2010/11, but was sacked 
in March 2012. Was appointed 
Havant & Waterlooville boss the 
following October and is still in 
charge of the Hawks, who are chas¬ 
ing promotion to the Conference 
Premier for the first time in the 
club’s history. 

Mark Molesley: The attacking 
midfielder joined Cherries perma¬ 
nently from non league Grays in 
January 2009 after impressing in a 
loan spell. He left four years later, 


moving to Exeter City and then 
onto Aldershot where he remains. 
Hit the headlines earlier this sea¬ 
son when he scored Aldershot’s FA 
Cup replay winner against 
Portsmouth live on television. 

Danny Hollands: The midfield¬ 
er’s five-year stay at Dean Court 
ended in the summer of 2011, when 
he moved to Charlton. 

Joined Portsmouth initially on 
loan towards the end of the 2013/14 
season, scoring a hat-trick against 
Bury. Signing permanently last 
summer, he has been a regular in

Anton Robinson: The one-time 
England C non league internation¬ 
al is currently without a club, aged 
29, after being released by 
Huddersfield last summer. 

Had only signed for Cherries in 
January 2009 from Weymouth, but 
went on to make over 100 league 
appearances for the club before 
moving to Yorkshire two years 
later. 

Liam Feeney: The winger had 
only joined Cherries from 


Salisbury City in February 2009. 

He moved onto Millwall for 
£200,000 in the summer of 2010/11, 
after helping the Dorset club reach 
the League 1 play-offs at the first 
attempt. 

Joined Bolton Wanderers last 
summer, and has been a regular in 
the Championship this term. 

Brett Pitman: The striker was 
top scorer in the 2008/09 campaign 
with 17 goals, including a hat-trick 
against Rochdale at Dean Court a 
few weeks before the Grimsby 
game. 


Pitman left to join Bristol City 
shortly after the start of the 2010/11 
term, but returned in November 
2012 shortly after Eddie Howe had 
come back for a second spell. 

Pitman struck another treble last 
weekend, in another 4-0 home win, 
but this one against Blackpool kept 
Bournemouth top of the 
Championship table. 

Steve Fletcher: The Cherries leg¬ 
end retired from playing in 2013 
after making a record 628 appear¬ 
ances for the club and scoring 103 
goals. 


Fletcher initially signed for 
Cherries in 1992 from Hartlepool 
United for £30,000. He left at the end 
of the 2006/07 season but returned 
midway through the 2008/09 cam¬ 
paign from Crawley. 

Jeff Goulding (substitute): 
Signed from Dover in September 
2008, Goulding never established 
himself at Dean Court and left to 
join Cheltenham in the summer of 
2010. 

He is currently without a club 
having had his contract at Dover 
cancelled last November.

The Mariners made one change 
with Christian Jolley coming in for 
Jack Mackreth while John-Lewis 
had to make do with a place on the 
bench after returning from a week’s 
paternity leave. 

The Spitfires came out the traps 
quickly with their confidence run¬ 


ning high away from home after 
four straight wins on their travels. 

Some excellent build-up allowed 
the visitors to produce the first shot 
of the game. 

As Stanley picked up the ball on 
the edge of the box the experienced 
midfielder poked an effort at the 
middle of the goal for stopper James 
McKeown to catch above his head. 

Grimsby came out of that period 
unscathed and were ahead on 13 
minutes as they took the initiative. 

That man Palmer, the loanee from 
Mansfield, a towering, powerful 
centre-back’s nightmare, was on 
target from close range.

IT is hailed as English football’s 
true golden age. 

And a look at the average atten¬ 
dances recorded in the top four divi¬ 
sions in 1948/49 illustrate just why 
that is the case. 

Every single one of the then 88 pro¬ 
fessional clubs averaged more than 
6,000 for league games. 

The worst supported club, 
Accrington Stanley, averaged 6,001 
for their Third Division North 
games. 

All these years on, Accrington are 
STILL the worst supported Football 
League club. 

But the club’s current average has 
dwindled since those heady days, 
and is now under the 1,800 mark. 

Eye-popping 

That means they have lost about 
4,200 fans on average since 1948/49 - 
a figure other clubs would absolute¬ 
ly love to have recorded! 

A look at the attendance figures 
printed on these pages provide a few 
eye-popping facts. 

Charlton Athletic averaging over 
40,000 for top flight games at The 
Valley, for one. 

The Addicks are still at the same 
ground, though obviously now all- 
seater and with a vastly reduced 
capacity. 

The club are currently averaging 


about 16,300 - meaning a loss of 
almost 24,000 supporters. 

Charlton’s highest Championship 
attendance this season is not even 
half of the club’s average in 
1948/49. 

Elsewhere, Notts County recorded 
an average crowd of over 30,000 for 
their Third Division North games. 

Attendances at Meadow Lane 
were boosted after County stunned 
the footballing world by signing 
England striker Tommy Lawton 
from Chelsea. 


Lawton’s arrival in the East 
Midlands put more than 10,000 on 
the club’s average crowds. 

Boasted 

Today, the Meadow Lane capacity 
is just over 20,000 and the Magpies’ 
average this term is just over a 
quarter of that. 

Other clubs boasted average 
crowds the like of which they will 
never see again. 

Portsmouth averaged over 37,000 


at Fratton Park for their top flight 
matches in 1948/49 - with the club’s 
current fourth tier average not even 
half that. 

Bristol Rovers averaged over 
17,500 back then for their Third 
Division South matches. 

They were better supported then 
cross-city rivals City, by around 
1,000 fans. 

All a far cry from today, with 
Rovers now a non-league club and 
getting 7,233 through the turnstiles 
for their Conference Premier game

A statistic almost impossible to 
take in now, given City’s recent cup 
successes. 

Post-war boom 

Park Avenue now average under 
00 - and how many of them remem¬ 
ber being part of the post-war foot¬ 
ball boom! 


Stockport County, who as recently 
as 2009/10 were playing Saints in the 
third division, are also now in 
Conference North. 

In 1948/49 they were averaging 
almost 11,000. 

Now they are averaging just over 
2,600, making them the best support¬ 
ed non-league club outside of 
Conference Premier level. 

As for Bournemouth, they aver¬ 
aged almost 16,000 for Third 
Division South games in 1948/49. 

That is more than 6,000 more 


than they are cramming into Dean 
Court these days to watch a side 
that could potentially be lining up 
against the elite of English foot¬ 
ball in the Premier League next 
term.

Pro footballer-turned-TV pundit 
Claridge (right), who is part owner 
and manager of the new club, said: 
“It’s fantastic to be 
back in the Ray 
Mac.” 

“This is the 
result of a lot of 
hard work by the 
new board, sup¬ 
portive politi¬ 
cians and the 
fans who have 
campaigned so 
hard on our behalf. 

“It means we can go 
to the FA by the March 31 deadline 
and tell them we have somewhere 
with excellent facilities to play next 
season, which can only improve our 
chances of getting back in the non¬ 
league pyramid at a good level. 

“It's only the beginning though. 

“We won’t know for a while which 
league we are going to be put in, so 
recruiting players will be difficult for 
some time.

POOLE Town vice-chairman Chris 
Reeves has pledged his full support 
for the Dolphins’ under-fire boss Tom 
Killick. 

A stunned Killick has been hit with a 
six-match stadium ban having admit¬ 
ted a charge of improper conduct 
during the home fixture with 
Redditch United on January 17. 

The report levelled at him by match 
referee Ben Knight included “a refer¬ 
ence to sexual orientation” according 
to an FA spokesman, with Killick also 
fined £300 and ordered to attend an 
educational course. 

Reeves politely declined to com¬ 
ment on what Killick (below) was 
alleged to have said and, while he 
acknowledged it had been “inappro¬ 
priate”, added that there had been “a 
significant difference” between 
Killick’s version of events and that of 
the match official.

Reeves added: The good that Tom 
does is immense.

ANDY Rinomhota, one of the most 
vibrant young talents in the 
Sydenhams Premier Division, is on 
the threshold of a move to Reading. 

The 17-year-old AFC Portchester 
attacking midfielder impressed on 
trial with the SkyBet Championship 
club and is on course to swap the 
Royals of Wicor Rec for the Royals of 
the Madejski Stadium this summer. 

Portchester’s director of football 
Mick Jenkins confirmed: “Andy will 
be with us until the end of this sea¬ 
son but, as of July 1, I think he will be 
a Reading player. 

“It’s great for the kid. He’s been a 
real find this season. 

“He’s come through the system at 


Portchester along with Lloyd 
Thomas, Eliot Roberts and Joe 
Noakes and the funny thing is that 
we probably wouldn’t have come 
across these boys had we had our 
full complement of players earlier in 
the season. 

“But Joe was suspended, others 
were out, and now Andy’s come 
through and hopefully he’s going to 
get a full-time contract with a 
Championship club. 

“He’s an attacking midfielder and a 
real good player. The club’s really 
happy with the progress that’s been 
made, not just by Andy but by our 
other young players too.” 

With the exception of two seasons, 


Rinomhota has been at Wicor Rec 
since he was seven years old and 
has gone from playing under the 
management of club stalwart Simon 
Woods at youth level to playing 
alongside him in the first team. 

More recently he has had the privi¬ 
lege of learning his trade under 
Portchester’s head coach Graham 
Rix, the former England and Arsenal 
star. 

Talking on the club’s official web¬ 
site (afcportchester.89media.co.uk), 
Rinomhota said: “I’ve always 
enjoyed playing here and each man¬ 
ager I’ve played under has supported 
me and I’ve learnt so much from all 
of them. 


“Right through from the youth team 
to the first team, they’ve given me 
opportunities to progress on to the 
next level. 

“When I was breaking into the 
reserves and the first team, they 
gradually eased me into the changes 
that men’s football required. This 
really helped me as a young player. 

“It’s been an unbelievable experi¬ 
ence having been coached by 
Graham (Rix), someone who’s 
achieved so much at the highest 
level. 

“Graham has helped me in every 
way possible and, without him, this 
wouldn’t be happening. I’ve learnt so 
much from him.” 


BOWERS BOWS OUT 



DANNY Bowers has no idea what the 
future holds after finally confirming 
his departure from Folland Sports. 

Bowers was forced to hand over the 
reins to his trusty right-hand man Dave 
Lewis earlier this year due to ill health 
and submitted his resignation in 
February. 

The club kept it low key, hoping he 
might change his mind when he was feel¬ 
ing better. But Bowers, one of the most 
enthusiastic managers on the Sydenhams 
Premier scene, confirmed this week that 
there will be no turning back. 

“Dave said he would look after things for 
two, three or four months until I was 
ready to come back at the end of the sea¬ 
son but, as time went on, I had less and 
less desire to return,” he admitted. 

“I’m looking for something different, but 
I don’t know what it is yet. I might just go 
out and watch games. Maybe I’ll go down 
and sit in hospitality at Gosport Borough 
and watch them. 

“Whether I’ll get back into football, I 
don’t know. I’m going to wait and see what 
happens and, if nothing happens, so be it.” 

For the best part of a decade, Bowers has 
been the life and soul of the Follands Park 
party, leading them back up from 
Sydenhams One towards a best-ever third 
in the Premier Division last term. 

Lewis, coach Tim Middleton, former 
manager/director of football Paul Cotton 
and, more recently, coach Darren Burdle 
have all been part of that success, but it 
appears that the entire management team 
is moving on. 

Lewis intends taking a year’s “sabbati¬ 
cal” at the end of this season, Middleton 
wants a break and club stalwart Cotton 


has not been with the Planemakers offi¬ 
cially since last year but still gets along to 
support the team. 

Reflecting on his time at Follands Park, 
Bowers said: “We’ve signed some fantastic 
footballers over the years and I’ve worked 
with some great people. Committee-wise 
they’ve been fantastic. 

“We’ve not won anything, but collective¬ 
ly we’ve achieved really good things for a 
club of this size and made a name for 
Follands. Going back eight or nine years 
we were holding the table up, but now it’s 
a fully established Wessex Premier club.” 

Inevitably the uncertainty generated by 
Bowers’ departure and the club’s future in 
general has taken its toll on results with 
the Planemakers slipping out of title con¬ 
tention into eighth. 

But, having worked so hard to build the 
club up, Bowers, now well on the mend 
after a spell in hospital, says he will do 
everything in his power to stop them slid¬ 
ing backwards again. 

“I don’t want them to become whipping 
boys again, I worship them too much,” he 
said. 

“I’ll be in the background helping them 
get a new manager in. If there’s any assis¬ 
tance I can give them, I will, but that’s as 
far as it goes. 

“If they can stay top-eight it doesn’t bode 
too badly for when they’re looking for a 
new manager,” he added. “But they need 
someone who can bring players with them 
because people do tend to play for man¬ 
agers rather than clubs. 

“I’ll do all I can to make sure it’s handed 
over with the least disruption possible. 

“My dad, Gilly, is staying on as vice- 
chairman and I’m happy about that. He 
says he can’t just let it all go.” 


Highly-rated Burt joins Team Solent 


FOLLAND Sports have lost highly- 
rated centre-back Matt Burt to 
Sydenhams Division One leaders Team 
Solent. 

The 19-year-old has been a loyal ser¬ 
vant to the Planemakers and turned 
down overtures from Wessex Premier 
rivals Winchester City earlier this term. 

But, as former Planemakers boss 
Danny Bowers pointed out, the highly- 
rated defender has ready-made links at 


Team Solent. 

“Matt worked with Kev Braybrook at 
the uni and James Taylor (Team Solent 
manager) was his teacher there,” he 
said. 

“You can’t knock what Matt has done 
for Follands. He turned down a move to 
Winchester and played against 
Portchester with an ankle the size of a 
balloon because they were short of 
players.” 


Follands have been in decline results- 
wise since the turn of the year, but 
there have been reasons behind it. 

Bowers himself had to bow out 
through illness and key players have 
been missing. 

“Ryan Gosney, one of the best goal¬ 
keepers in this league, has missed half 
the season and Ryan Long hasn’t been 
able to play midweek games because 
of work commitments,” said Bowers. 


“It breaks my heart really because we 
were fourth and in with a title shout not 
so long ago. I feel for Dave Lewis and 
the management team, they’ve had 
tremendously bad luck. 

“I speak to Dave all the time and 
they’ve had all sorts of injuries and sus¬ 
pensions. It’s just been one of those 
seasons. 

“I’ve missed 12 games and I think 
they’ve only won one.” 
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FOOTBALL is constantly changing - and 
not always for the better in the view of 
Blackfield & Langley boss John 
Robson. 

Having devoted more than half a century 
to the game, he sees many aspects of it 
declining, writes WENDY GEE 

And rather than just sit back and watch it 
sink, he is determined to get out, speak to 
people and try and make a difference. 

With the help of the many contacts he has 
made over the years, Robson’s plan is to 
speak to as many clubs as possible about the 
problems plaguing the modern game and 
talk through ways of addressing them. 

“I’ve written letters to the Hampshire FA, 
the FA itself and the Sydenhams Wessex 
League explaining that I would like to go out 
to all the clubs and hold an open forum dis¬ 
cussing how we can improve the game,” he 
said. 

“I’d like everyone, including match offi¬ 
cials and the girls’ and ladies’ side of the 
game, to get their heads together and work 

out ways to make football better than it is 
at the moment.” 

A well-respected figure in local cir¬ 
cles, Robson had a spell in 
Scotland with St 
Johnstone during his 
playing days and 
has coached and 
managed a host of 
clubs including 
Worthing, Gosport 
Borough, AFC Totton, Winchester City and 
Alton Town. 

But several aspects of the modern game 
concern him - not least the lack of respect 
for referees which is filtering down from the 
very top. 

The Premier League trend of players div¬ 
ing and feigning injury also concerns him as 
do the potential pitfalls for lower league 
players who, without guidance from an 
agent, have little idea what they are com¬ 
mitting to when they sign a club contract. 

On the question of respect, Robson said: “I 


just think there is so much coverage of the 
game and so many bad things happening 
that it will filter down to this level. Before it 
does, let’s see if we can get a little respect 
back into the game. 

“I’d like to ask managers and players how 
many of them think they could referee at 
this level because it’s not just knowing the 
rules of the game, it’s about being able to 
govern every bit of the ground. 

“These guys come out in all weather and 
then get abused for 90 minutes. We’ve all 
noticed the standard of refereeing has 
dropped but that’s because a lot of the expe¬ 
rienced guys have gone because of the abuse 
they were getting. 

“This game needs to be a lot better for 
match officials, spectators, management 
and players and if we can raise the bar by 
ten per cent and treat referees and linesmen 
with more respect it would make a massive 
difference. 

“Players diving is not a great problem at 
our level at the moment, but it’s happening 
at the highest level and you can guarantee 
that if we do nothing to stop it they’ll be 
ducking, diving and falling all over the place 
in a season or two.” 

With 54 years of football behind him, 
including time travelling Europe with Army 
and Combined Services teams, Robson has 
gathered a wealth of knowledge on the game 
that he would love to share. 

“I’m not looking to make any financial 
gain from this, I would finance it myself,” he 
said. 

“I’ve already had a lovely letter back from 
the Sydenhams Wessex League and I’m 
waiting to hear from the Hampshire FA. 

“If they give it the go-ahead, I’ll be penning 
letters to all the clubs asking them to give 
me a date that suits them. 

“We’ll have to wait and see if we can get 
this off the ground, but I know enough peo¬ 
ple in the game and if we can get two or 
three talks with clubs going and word gets 
around, who knows? 

“It might just help our game at non-League 
level to get better.” 


Arnold sympathy for coach 


CHRISTCHURCH boss Adie Arnold 
admitted he sympathised with the frus¬ 
trations of departed first-team coach 
Andy Darnton. 

Since Southampton-based Darnton 
left the Sydenhams Premier smugglers 
by mutual consent two weeks ago, 
senior players Mark Smith and Gareth 
Barnes have been assisting with 
coaching duties at Hurn Bridge. 

“With the changes at the helm after 
Mark Duffy’s departure as chairman, 
the club decided that the future 
approach needed to be more local,” 
Arnold explained. 

“Darts travelled from Southampton 
and the club could no longer sustain 
this. 

“I would like to put on record my 
thanks to Darts. 

“His contribution has been immense 
thanks to his approach, knowledge, 
professionalism and experience. 

“He has played at a much higher level 



and, at times, he found it 
extremely frustrating that 
players couldn’t commit to 
training and their mental 
ity towards football. 

“I do share his frus¬ 
trations, but that is 
Wessex League foot¬ 
ball when you are a 
non-paying club.”

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PIETERSEN HIGHS AND LOWS 

FORMER Hampshire batsman 
Kevin Pietersen still hopes to 
play for England again. 

Here, the Sports Pink recalls 
the highs and lows of the contro¬ 
versial player’s international 
career: 


FIVE HIGHS 
The Oval, 2005: 

Pietersen’s maiden 
Test series, the 
Ashes no less, 
was a personal 
and collective tri¬ 
umph that gripped 
the nation. He had 
already earned his 
elevation with a 
string of one-day 
international hun¬ 
dreds in a cauldron atmosphere in his native 
South Africa; then, after batting well throughout 
the summer and when England so badly need¬ 
ed a big performance with the urn in the bal¬ 
ance, he saved the day with a brilliant counter¬ 
attacking 158 in the final Test. 

The Caribbean, 2010: England have still won 
just one global trophy, in 20 years of trying - 
and Pietersen was key to their success at the 
ICC World Twenty20. He was named player-of- 
the-tournament after Paul Collingwood's team 
beat Australia in the Kensington Oval final. 
Ashes 2010/11: Another defining achievement, 
and Pietersen more than played his part in 
England’s 3-1 series win. Injured for much of 
the home victory in 2009, he was back to hit a 
double-century in the second Test in Adelaide 
as England beat their hosts by an innings - one 
of the cornerstones of glory to follow. 
Headingley, 2012: Pietersen himself rates his 
century in the stifling heat of Colombo four 
months earlier as his very best. He was often at 
the height of his powers at any rate, on the 
pitch, in 2012 - and his destruction of South 
Africa’s outstanding pace attack in Leeds had 
to be seen to be believed. 

Mumbai, 2012: His 186 in the second Test, 
dominating a wonderful stand with his captain 
Alastair Cook, was a master class. Pietersen 
tamed India’s spinners on a pitch tailored for 
them as England levelled at 1-1 on the way to 
a first series success in India for almost 28 
years. 

FIVE LOWS 

Ashes 2006/07: England went Down Linder 
with hopes high for a second successive Ashes 
series win, and first in a generation in Australia. 
They left 5-0 losers, demoralised on their way 
to that winter’s World Cup. Pietersen batted 
well, including a big hundred in Adelaide, but 
he could not stem the tide of whitewash defeat. 
2008/09, Peter Moores: Captain and coach’s 
mid-winter power struggle ended infamously 
with each losing his job. After his brief tenure, 
Pietersen had to return to the ranks - and, for 
the remainder of his career, toe the line under 
the regime built by Andy Flower and Andrew 
Strauss. 

Headingley, 2012: Little more than 24 hours 
after his brilliant century, Pietersen’s hapless 
post-match press conference secured a dou¬ 
ble-entry here for time and place. His attempt 
to avoid the vexed topic of his future plans 
resulted only in the pronouncement that it was 
“difficult being me” in the England dressing- 
room. Within days, against a background of 
'provocative' texts sent to the opposition about 
his captain, he was dropped for the final Test 
at Lord’s - and discovered, for the first time, 
how it feels to be exiled from the team. 

Sydney, 2013/14: Pietersen finished England's 
leading run-scorer in their second whitewash 
defeat Down Linder in three attempts. By the 
time the tourists got to the SCG, he was as 
badly beaten as anyone. He could make only 
two single-figure scores, and new England and 
Wales Cricket Board managing director Paul 
Downton concluded that he was “disengaged”. 
A month later, Pietersen was sacked. 

October 2014: The man himself would doubt¬ 
less disagree, and has made it clear on many 
occasions he sees his autobiography as a tri¬ 
umph. But the contents - England’s alleged 
bullying culture, Pietersen’s depiction of “sour 
and dour” Andy Flower, and stream of criticism 
for wicketkeeper Matt Prior - will surely not 
help his second ‘reintegration’, if there is to be 
one. 








HAMPSHIRE are hoping to 
return to the Isle of Wight after a 
53-year absence this season. 







The Royal London One-Day Cup 
(50-over) game against Lancashire 
on Monday, August 17 - two days 
after Cowes Week - has been ear¬ 
marked as the first county match to 
be played at Newclose, near 
Newport. 

Officially opened in 2009, Newclose 
was conceived and created by the 
late Brian Gardener, a cricket 
enthusiast who with the help of a 
National Sports Foundation grant, 
spent £2m turning farmland into his 
field of dreams. 

He sadly died two months ago, 
aged 73, but next week Hampshire 
hope to confirm that his creation - 
which was inspired by Sir John Paul 
Getty’s Wormsley - will stage the 
county’s first game on the Island 
since their last game at Cowes in 
1962. 


Newclose is a spectacular setting 
with a £900,000 pavilion, state-of-the- 
art electronic scoreboard and room 
for 2,600 cars.

It will be confirmed as 
Hampshire’s newest venue and their 
first outground since the county 
stopped playing at Basingstoke in 
2010. 

That decision is subject to a final 
logistical check on Monday by 
James Cole, the Ageas Bowl’s facili¬ 
ties and stadium development man¬ 
ager, and commercial director 
Stuart Robertson. 

“We’re looking at Newclose very 
enthusiastically, we have a strong 
support base on the island and hope 
to confirm our first game there 
soon,” said Robertson. 

So far, the biggest matches to be 
played at Newclose are the four 
Second XI Championship and two 
Second XI Trophy fixtures hosted by 
the MCC Young 

Cricketersx/Universities. 

Assuming the venue is given the 
thumbs up, it will be Hampshire’s 




tenth competitive fixture on the 
Island, following the nine County 
Championship matches played there 
from 1938-62. 

Hampshire played two pre-war 
matches at the Victoria Recreation 
Ground, Newport in 1938 and 1939 
and seven at the J. Samuel White 
ground in Cowes from 1956-62 - 
including a crucial win en route to 
winning their first County 
Championship title in 1961 - before 
their use of the ground ended when 
J Samuel White’s shipyard fell on 
hard times and had to be closed. 

England legends Bill Edrich and 
Tom Graveney have played against 
Hampshire on the Island and so too 
did Arthur Milton, the dual sports¬ 
man who starred for Arsenal and 
Gloucestershire. 

Hampshire have won four, drawn 
three and lost two of their previous 
fixtures on the Isle of Wight. 

August 1938: Hampshire (250 & 
69-3) beat Northamptonshire (195 
& 119) by seven wickets 

The highest score of Stuart Boyes’ 


(104) 504-match Hampshire career 
ensured a first-innings lead of 55 
after Lofty Herman took 6-63. 
Southampton-born Boyes completed 
the best all-round performance of 
his Hampshire career by taking 6-40 
with his slow left-armers before Neil 
McCorkell (32no) guided Hampshire 
home. 

June 1939: Middlesex (261) beat 
Hampshire (93 & 143) by an 
innings and 25 runs 

England captain Bill Edrich made 
118 after Middlesex won the toss, 
before becoming one of Stuart 
Boyes’ (5-45) victims as Middlesex 
lost their last seven wickets for 63 
runs. 

That was as good as it got for 
Hampshire, who were bowled out 
for 93 a few months before the out¬ 
break of WWII, on their way to fin¬ 
ishing third from bottom of the 
County Championship. 

May 1956: Hampshire (370-7) 
drew with Worcestershire (196 & 
305-8)

Colin Ingleby-Mackenzie (130no) 
made the first of his two Cowes cen¬ 
turies when Hampshire returned to 
the Island after a 17-year absence. 

But despite the efforts of Derek 
Shackleton (4-45 & 3-58), Hampshire 
could not capitalise after enforcing 
the follow on. 

June 1957: Hampshire (286-5 
dec & 167-5 dec) beat 

Nottinghamshire (259 & 114) by 
80 runs 

Henry Horton (114no) and Roy 
Marshall (107) shared 123 for the 
second wicket before Derek 
Shackleton secured a first-innings 
lead with 7-81 from 32.1 overs. 

Alan Rayment top scored with 80 
in Hampshire’s second innings 
before Shackleton (6-54) worked his 
magic once again to finish with 
match figures of 13-135. 

June 1958: Hampshire (134 & 
84-1) beat Leicestershire (133 & 
84) by eight wickets 

Malcolm Heath (5-43 & 4-24) and 
Derek Shackleton (4-25 & 5-36) skit¬ 


tled Leicestershire twice, with nine 
wickets between them in both 
innings. 

Hampshire led by one run after 
the first innings but after top scor¬ 
ing with 32, opening bat Jimmy 
Gray guided Hampshire 
to their target with an 
unbeaten 48. 

July 1959: 

Hampshire (229 & 133) 
lost to Gloucestershire 
(233 & 131-0) by ten 
wickets. 

Hampshire duo Leo 
Harrison (64) and Denis 
Baldry (60) made the 
highest scores of either 
first innings. 

But number three 
Henry Horton (54 not 
out) ran out of partners 
as Hampshire collapsed in the sec¬ 
ond. Gloucestershire’s legendary 
dual sportsman Arthur Milton, who 
had played football for Arsenal in 
the early Fifties, made an unbeaten 
56 as Gloucs cantered home. 



June 1960: Hampshire (231 & 
218-2) drew with Glamorgan 
(398-8) 

Derek Shackleton (0-59) failed to 
take a wicket from 38 overs, making 
Glamorgan’s innings the most bar¬ 
ren of the Hampshire legend’s 
career, as a lead of 167 
was conceded. 

Butch White (6-113) 
took all but two of the 
Glamorgan wickets 
and Jimmy Gray’s 92 
and fifties for Roy 
Marshall and Henry 
Horton ensured a stale¬ 
mate. 

July 1961: 

Hampshire (231 & 
243-6) beat Essex 
(321-9 dec & 150-5 
dec) by four wickets 
After conceding a 
first-innings lead of 90, despite 
Derek Shackleton’s 5-58 and Henry 
Horton’s 55, Hampshire achieved a 
remarkable win thanks to an 
unbeaten 132 from captain Colin 
Ingleby-Mackenzie, pictured. 


Butch White took 4-77 before 
Essex declared a second time. 

But Hampshire were heading for 
defeat at 35-4 before their charis¬ 
matic captain made the ninth of his 
11 first-class hundreds - en route to 
the first of Hampshire’s two County 
Championship titles. 

May 1962: Hampshire (307 & 
122-8 dec) drew with 
Worcestershire (139 & 192-8) 

Roy Marshall (99) and Jimmy 
Gray (75) shared an opening part¬ 
nership of 125 but Hampshire col¬ 
lapsed from 212-2 to 307 all out 
before ensuring a first-innings lead 
of 168 thanks to Derek Shackleton 
(5-44) and slow left-armer Alan 
Wassell (3-24). 

Mike Barnard (34) top scored in 
Hampshire’s second innings. 
Chasing 291, Worcestershire 
reached 192-8 at stumps, after 
Shackleton took 4-51 to finish with a 
match haul of 9-95, including the 
scalp of England’s Tom Graveney in 
both innings. 

Butch White took 2-73 and 3-74.

The Rise & Fall... and Rise of Pan ini 
Stickers

IT’S almost three years since Pitch 
Publishing successfully reminded those 
of us who recall football in all of its pre- 
1992 glory that despite an almost 
Stalinist-style obliteration of the game’s 
earlier history within sections of the 
media, there were still millions of sup¬ 
porters happy to spend hours flicking 
through an over-sized book featuring 
footballers with dodgy haircuts. 

Got, Not Got, (the title was first heard 
by most of us in the school playground 
as we checked our mates’ collection of 
the latest football cards) was a remark¬ 
able book, part trip down memory lane, 
part social history. Pitch Publishing has 
gone on to successfully mine a rich 
seam of footballing nostalgia and the 
company’s latest offering, Stuck On 
You, raises the bar a little higher, this 
time latching on to a collective willing¬ 
ness to reminisce about Panini stickers. 

Youngsters have collected football 
cards since the late 19th century when 
John Baines of Bradford invented them 
around 1885. They were probably even 
more popular then than the modern-day 
Panini versions, 

particularly as *■**’' % n - 

they sold in ^ - r - ‘ r 

packets of six n ~ ^ 

costing a half- t; ,'!q_ 

penny.

Lansdowne 
could be 
accused of 
downplaying 
the enormous 
popularity of 
cigarette cards 
and those 
found in pack¬ 
ets of (thinly sliced) chewing gum 
between 1920-70, but it would be churl¬ 
ish to complain. After all, his story con¬ 
centrates on the inexorable rise of the 
Panini brothers who started their ubiqui¬ 
tous company in Italy in 1954, though it 
wasn’t until seven years later that they 
published their first football cards. 

In an attempt to test the market, 

Panini gave away a free football to 
youngsters collecting at least 100 cards, 
but within weeks, they realised they had 
a winner on their hands. The company 
sold 15 million cards in the first year, a 
figure that doubled the following year. It 
was the decision to accompany their 
cards with an album into which collec¬ 
tors could stick them that catapulted 
Panini to the pinnacle of the football 
card-collecting world. 

Stuck On You offers another opportu¬ 
nity to wallow in footballing nostalgia 
and while it’s more focused than Got, 

Not Got, this book will be understand¬ 
ably devoured by anyone who has ever 
swapped football cards in the play¬ 
ground, or, as the jacket cover says, 

“waited months, if not years, hankering 
after the St Mirren badge”.

Jordan is another who comes 
from the MacAnthony school of 
shooting from the hip. Jordan, 
who made his money through 
the mobile phone boom, became 
the youngest Football League 
chairman in 2000 when he was 
just 32. The Eagles honcho 
clashed with several managers 
during his decade at the helm, 
most famously Steve Bruce and 
Iain Dowie. 

DARREN BROWN 
Brown had big plans for 
Chesterfield when the 29-year- 
old added the Spireites to a 
sports portfolio which also 
included two ice-hockey teams 
at the start of the new millenni¬ 
um. His reign proved to be short¬ 
lived, though. Brown was not 
even in charge for a year when 
he left them on the brink of 
bankruptcy and he was sent to 
prison in 2005 for fraud. 
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Ross Murphy, Football, Eastleigh: A 

Level 5 referee, last year he joined the 
National Young Referee Development 
Programme representing Hampshire. 

He referees in local leagues and for his 
college, and is also the Referee 
Appointment Secretary for the 
Winchester Girls League.
